has been an extreme shortage

Some builders and real estate 
men have applauded the recent 
interest raise but I can’t agree 
in principie with the increase 
because I contend that it will 
not assist the Canadian who 
needs the assistance and further 
more, {t moves the National 
Housing Act further away from 
the original intent of the Act 
which was to provide mortgage 
funds so that Canadians from 
the lower income levels could 
build a horhe financed by a gov- 
ernment supervised loan af a 
reasonable rate of interest, 

We are rapidly reaching a 
crisis in housing, Housing starts 
are down some 30 percent In the 
Edmonton area and we have a 
huge crop of the post war babies 
who are getting married during 
the next two years which will 
add to the demand, To top it 
off, there are virtually no low 
priced homes being built, 

I don’t think that the public 
are generally aware that almost 
all new Nigh rise apartments are 
being built through Central Mor- 
tgage and Housing funds, | be- 
eve we should use public funds 
for multidwelling units for low 
income families but I am op- 
posed to a situation which allows 
one promotor to bulld a multl- 
million dollar apartment com- 
plex and end up owning this 
asset outright, which has been 
financed by the Canadian tax- 
payer, 

It's time we explored other 
avenues to see if we can keep 
the interest rate down and find 
new sources of money for C,M, 
H.C, 

First, | believe that a lesser 
amount of money should be made 
availatie for high rise apart- 
ments and that the investment 
ratio for the promotor should be 
increased, The high rise owner 
should also pay a substantially 
higher interest rate than the 
home owner, After all, the apart-

Rich provinces like Alberta, 
with huge capital reserves could 
establish a mortgage crown cor- 
poration to provide funds for low 
income housing that would return 
a 6 per vent interest rate, 

The National Housing Act 
should set a maximum limit of 
6 percent on low income housing 
units in the $8,000 to $12,000 
range and a maximum of 6 1/2 
percent in the $12,000 to $20,000 
range, New mortgages should be 
made available for older homes 
and the NHA should be extended 
to farm families as well, 

Banks and mortgage compan- 
tes could be required to purchase 
guaranteed mortgages from 
CMHC based on a percentage of 
thelr reserves and at a set in- 
terest rate, 


This would remove the infla- 
tionary pressure that would re- 
sult if the government simply 
released more CMHC loans with- 
out removing a corresponding 
amount of money from the 
private sector of the economy, 

There are probably other sol- 
utions to the problem but I’m 
convinced that the National 
Housing Act is not doing the job 
it was supposed to do, which is 
to supply adequate housing for 
Canadians at a reasonable cost 
and at a reasonable rate of 
interest,
